FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—Have an object in your farm work 


and stiok to it; do not change with 
every new fever. 


—All such material as cornstalks and 


straw should be cut into small pieces 
before being placed in the barnyard.

Line 
some round tins with puff paste rolled 
very thin, then put into it a layer of 
the apples and then of ths quince, 
with a layer of the apples on the top; 
sprinkle sugar enough over each layer 
to sweeten it; put a oand of puff paste 
around tiie edge and a thin cover over 
the top; wet this over with the white of 
an egg and bake it in a moderate oven, 
Juit before it if eaten it should have 
powdered sugar sprinkled over it. — T/it 
Household. 


PREPARING 
THE SEED-BED. 


A Work of Prime Importance If Good Re- 


sultH Be Expected. 


Preparing the seed-bed after tho plow 


is a work of no small importance. 
In 


regard to the consistency of the soil at 
the time of working the same rule laid 
down for plowing would also be appli- 
cable, bore. A good seod-bed can not 
ba made from wet, waxy earth. 
A 


very sandy soil may be worked when 
quite wet, as tho particles never adhere 
to any great extent, as is the ease with 
soils containing a considerable amount 
of clay or loam. One cultivating or 
harrowing when tho ground is in tho 
right condition will do more good than 
three when the ground is too wet to 
fall apart readily. 


Where the land is plowed in autumn, 


or quite a time before seeding, it should 
not, as a rule, be rcplowed. That por- 
tion which has lam exposed to the 
action of the elements is best adapted 
to the wants of plant life, as it is more 
thoroughly disintegrated, and, there- 
fore, holdmg its fortilitv m an immedi- 
ately available form. 
To turn this sur- 


tace soil under would be to lose all that 
has been gained by the action of the 
frost or by other means. A thorough 
stirring and mixing is what it wants. 
Cultivators with deep, sharp teeth 
should first be used, running them both 
ways across the 
field. 
After thus 


loo'sfu'mg up and stirring the whole 
depth of tho soil lei the sun and air 


ave a chance at it for a few hours at 
east before putting on the harrows. 
The last should have fine, oloscly-aet 
teeth and be light and wide, that the 
work may 
be rapidly as well as 


effectively done. A team can draw 
a 
light-framed, 
steel-tooth harrow 


that 
takes a 
ten-foot 
sweep 
as 


easily as it could many of the old 
fashioned six-by-six timbered drags 
lhat covered less than half the widm. 
With a good wide harrow we can go 
over a field in half the lime that would 
bo required with a narrow one. What 
we gain in this way should be applied 
lo tlie liuer working of the soil. As a 
general thing, but one ban-owing suc- 
ceeds the cultivating before seeding. 
Another cross-harrowing is of immense 
benefit, and it should be given if pos- 
sible. One harrowing after the culti- 
vating usually leaves the held iu a verj 
smooth, even condition, but it is the 
second harrowing that makes the sur- 
face line. As a rule we should put 
more work on tlie laud before the seed 
is sown and less after. 
The finer tha 


seeds to be sown the finer the soil 
should be made. For small garden 
seeds we can hardly make the soil fine 
enough with our field harrows. In 
smalfgardens tlie garden-rake may bo 
used after the harrow, but one who is 
gardening on a large scale .should have 
a v*ry light harrow with .small, steel 
teeth set closely together. Such an 
implement is aKo excellent for tha 
smaller field seeds, such as grass, tur- 
nips, etc. The roller should not be 
used on heavy soils either before 01 
after seeding. On light, porous soils il 
may precede "the marking for crops 
that are to be planted in rows or drills. 
A heavy plank drawn broadside ovei 
the land is often vastly superior to the 
roller, as it grinds the lumps instead ol 
pressing them into the ground.—Okie 
farmer.

It was 
a «ad blow to their hopes, as they had 
fully counted upon favorable action from 
the new President, and were preparing to 
move south, over 1,000 strong, on Mon 
day. Had they done so, however, there 
would have been trouble, as Major Ben- 
teen, with six companies ol the Ninth 
Cavalry, would never have let them pass 
his picket lines, which were thrown out 
a hall mile in front ol his camp. 


GENERAL HATCH'S OPKKAriOSS. 


General Hatch was early notified by 


Secretary of War F.ndlcott, from Wash- 
ington, of the President's proclamation, 
and he immediately sent out a courier to 
notify Major Bcntecn and to Intercept 
Captain Dewees, who was marching north 
on the old Cheyenne cattle trail from 
Camp Russell to join Benteen. Deweea 
was ordered to turn about and march 
back to Camp Russell, and on his way 
,south he is to scout through the Foi and 
Sac reservations and turn back the col- 
onv of Arkansas and Texas boomers who 
are reported en route to Oklahoma from 
the Southwest. He Is also to retrace his 
steps through the Oklahoma country, and 
wherever he runs across any permanent 
Improvements he Is 
to destroy tho 


same. 
Such are the positive orders 


from General Hatch. There Is no chance, 
however, of Captain Devvees disturb- 
ing any cattlemen or cattle interests, as 
their propel ty has been lully protected 
by orders issued under Secretary Teller, 
who had instructed the military that the 
term "permanent Improvements" does 
not mean tents, dug-outs or camps in 
which cowboys and cattlemen live, and 
so they are safe. This fine distinction Is 
what is causing all the trouble, as the 
boomers can not appreciate the justice of 
an edict which allows these cattlemen to 
run their ranches and hold their cattle in 
Oklahoma, while they are bounced upon 
the technical Interpretation of ft word.

THB ANNULAR ECLIPSE. 


A Hare Phenomenon Visible To-Day- 


Smokad Glass In Demand. 


The astronomical event of to-day is the 


subject ot general inquiry and talk, and 
citizens and pupils were busy this fore- 
noon making observations of the sun as 
well as the shifting clouds would permit 
The heavenly show ot to-day was the first 
annular eclipse visible in the United 
States in over 30 years. We had a total 
eclipse of the sun visible in Deoatur at 
about 4 o'clock on the afternoon of Sat- 
urday, August, 7,1869, but the eclipse of 
to-day differs from that of '63. 


There are three kinds of eclipses, viz.: 


the partial, the total, and the annular 
The first is that in which a part but cot 
the whole of the sun is entirely obscured, 
and which occurs at all those places on 
which the moon's shadow fulls. An an- 
nular eclipse is one in which a part of the 
sun's disk is seen as a ring sut rounding 
the moon. The apparent disks of the sun 
and m< .on, though pearly equal, are sub- 
ject to small variations corresponding to 
their variations.of distance, in consequence 
of which the disk of the moon is some- 
limes a little greater and sometimes a lit- 
tle less than the snn. If, therefore, tbp 
centers of the sun and moon coincide, aid 
the disk of the moon be less than that ot 
he f UD, the moon will cover the central 
portion ot the sun, but will leave uncov- 
ered around it a regular ring or aunulnii 
Hence the name annular eclipse. 


At noon to day the sun was distant 


about 91,99G,OuO miles from the earth's 
center, which is considerably less than its 
mean 
distance; its 
disk, therefore, 


appeared larger than the avererage; at 
the same time the moon was distant 
about 240,000 miles, or more than its 
mean distance. 


As annular eclipses only occur when 


the moon is BO far distant from the earth 
that ita shadow does not reach the sur- 
face, and as the mean distance between 
the moon and the earth ia about 290,000 
miles, the moon must therefore be farther 
removed from the earth than thii distance 
in order to produce the annular eclipse. 
The path of the present eclipse ia about 
forty miles wide. 


The obscuration began shortly after 10 


o'clock, and when it was complete about 
7-10ths of the sun's disk was hidden by 
the dark circle. It was a rare phenome- 
non, a sight that one beholds but once in 
a life-time. 


Early Precautions. 


John H. Baucb, secretary of the state 


board of health, sends the REPUBLICAN a 
butch of circulars, having reference to the 
sanitary inspection of cities and towns. 
He says: "Whenever Asiatic cholera has 
prevailed as an epidemic in Europe—em- 
bracing now a period of more than half a 
century—it has, eventually, reached this 
country and caused great loss of life> 
thousands of sickness, and severe injury 
to trade, commerce and all forms of pro- 
ductive industry" The cholera caused 
great mortality in Europe last year. The 
Mayor and Board of Honlth of Deeatur 
have received circulars from the secre- 
tary. It ia desirable that the work of 
cleaning the cities ond towns be com- 
menced as soon as the weather will per- 
mit, Last year the city of Deoatur was 
pretty thoroughly disinfected, but it will 
be necessary for the inspectors to make 
another tour of the city and see that all 
nuisances are abated promptly. The only 
safety is in cleanliness. Each individual 
citizen should correct sanitary defects at 
his place of residence snd thus lessen the 
expense to the oity.
